The fee shall be calculated to recover the costs incurred by the
18 Adminigtration in carrying out the provisions of this section.

19 (2 The additional fee charged under this section shall be retained by the
20 Adminigration for the purpose of recovering the Administration's costs under this

21 section, and may not be credited to the Gasoline and Motor V ehicle Revenue Account

22 for distribution under § 8-403 or § 8-404 of thisarticle.
